nual report of a hog cholera survey 
conducted by the New .Madri«! Coun­ 
ty Farm Bureau. 
A summary 
of 
questionaires 
from 
three 
or 
more 
farm ers from each school district in­ 
dicates that 2188 hogs have died of 
cholera on 156 different farms luring 
the year emling March .Tlst, repre­ 
senting a money loss of $32,820. 
The 
loss this year is only one-half that 
of last and one-fifth as great as it 
was four years ago, when the first 
survey was made by the newly or- 
ganize«! Farm Bureau. 
At that time 
it was found that nearly one-half of 
the hog population of the county or 
12,440 hea«l, representing a value of 
$186,000.00, ha«l died of the epidemic. 
Hog cholera control has been one 
of the chief projects of the Bureau 
and a continuous campaign for vac­ 
cination has been 
eonducte«!, urging 
that all pigs be vaccinated at wean­ 
ing time. 
Th«* first two years of the 
work Dr. Hess, Federal Hog Cholera 
Specialist, was secured 
.who vacci­ 
nated almost half the hogs of the 
county. 
With the close of the war 
Dr. Hess was recalle«! anil since that 
time the Bureau has traine«!' forty- 
live farmers to do their own vaccinat­ 
ing. 
During the two years when Dr. 
Hess was vaccinating th«* average loss 
on infected farms 
was 
thirty-five 
hogs the first, and twenty-three the 
second. 
During the last two years

TO MISSOURI FRUIT 


Jefferson City, March 30.—A heavy 
freeze, which was genera! over the 
State added materially to the dam­ 
age done to fruit by the snowstorm 
and blighting drop in 
temperature 
Sunday night. 
Jewell Mayes, 
Secretary of 
the 
State Hoard of Agriculture, and E. 
A. lx>gan. United States agricultural 
statistician at Columbia, 
composing 
the co-operative Farm Crop Report­ 
ing Bureau, announced at noon 
that 
they officially estimated the damage 
to Missouri fruit Sunday night and 
Monday night at $10,000.000. 
M ayes said the second freeze prob­ 
ably killed most of the early fruit, 
excepting berries which late reports 
indicate, have 
withstood 
the 
low 
temperature remarkably well. 
"From a casual examination, one 
who was not 
familiar with 
fruit 
would -ay that the crop this year was 
a total failure, but this is not true”, 
said Mayes. 
“The history of late 
freezes in the spring, followed by a 
few days of cloudy weather, shows 
them to be less injurious than freezes 
followed by bright, 
sunshiny 
days. 
The scientific explanation is that the 
fruit cells arc broken down bv 
the 
frost or freezes, and when the weath­ 
er moderates and remains cloudy, the 
fruit cells’ vitality is revived. 
If 
the weather changes to clear, with 
warm sunshine, the fruit 
invariably 
dies. 
luist year we had a freeze and 
then a few days of cloudy weather, 
which enabled a portion of the fruit 
to recover, but this freeze is follow­ 
ed by unfavorable weather. 
“ But even with conditions as they 
are, the fruit crop will not be a to­ 
tal failure this year. 
In fact, I ex­ 
pect to see a great deal of all varie­ 
ties of fruit. 
A tree may be laden 
with blossoms, but students 
say 
a 
tree never produced at one time all 
of the blossoms «...at are in the stage 
of development. 
It is these buds that 
will yield the fruit crop in Missouri 
this year. 
Then 
there 
are many 
freak* in the development of all va­ 
rieties of fruit. One fanner may lose 
his entire crop by a light freeze or 
heavy frost, while his neighbor may 
produce a crop. The air currents and 
the range of the hills adjoining the 
orchards have much to do in killing 
or protecting fruit.” 
Reports 
from 
West Plains 
and 
Brand-ville. in the heart of the peach 
belt, received last night, stated that 
the early peaches in that section were 
killed, and that other varieties 
of 
fruit had been 
seriously 
damaged. 
Mayes -aid the reports from all parts 
of the State indicated that early ap­ 
ple- and peaches were ruined, but he 
thought then* would be a fair crop 
<>f winter apples, which do not bios 
sum until later, although they are 
more advanced than they should be 
On March 19, he said, the 
average 
condition of fruit and vegetables de 
velopinment 
paralleled 
the 10-year 
average of April 10.
